Great Britain was given some very good 


advice the other day by Premier Hughes 
of Australia, in an address to the house 
of representatives at Melbourne. 
Refer- 


nng to the Anglo-Japanese treaty, which 
expires soon and whose renewal is now un- 
der consideration, he said: 


I have said repeatedly that the chief problem 


before Great Britain is to draw up a treaty which 
will not involve us or Britain in a straggle with 
rt" People of the United States. The hope of 
the world depends upon some sort of an under- 
standing between America and the empire and 
H ,« to find a way of realizing that hope that the 
minds of those attending the imperial confer- 
ence should be directed. 
It is unthinkable and not within the bounds 


of possibilit> that we should ever take part in a 
struggle against America. We cannot be bound 
by any treaty which we do not ourselves ratify, 
although the practical consequences of war be- 
tween Britain and America, whether Japan was 
or was not her ally, would of course have to be 
faced bj us 
But ev<?n if this treat> be renewed 


it will not bind Australia to go to war with any 
country m the world. 


The prese-nt treaty is generally consid- 


ered in America as obligating Great Britain 
to support Japan if Japan gets into war 
with this country. British statesmen dur- 
ing the past year have explicitly denied 
that interpretation. It is obviously the 
view in Australia, at least, that any trou- 
ble between Japan and America might 
seriously involve Great Britain under the 
terms of the existing agreement. The last 
thing that any British government would 
want, adds Premier Hughes, would be j 
''war with the only nation which, with 
Ourselves, could hope to maintain the 
peace of the world." He holds, however, 
that while he has no disposition to quar- 
rel with Japan. -'an understanding with 
America is essential.'' for the welfare of 
the whole British empire. 


Many leaders of thought in this coun- 


try believe that an understanding with 
Great Britain is likewise desirable for 
American interests, though not so essen- 
tial for us as for Britain herself. It is 
deeply significant that the outlying parts 
of the British empire should take this po- 
sition. 
The view of Premier Hughes 


should carry much weight in the imperial 
conference that is soon to be held, to de- 
termine this and other important matters 
of British policy. 
If English statesmen 


ere wise, they will heed the spokesmen of 
Australia. South Africa. Canada and the 
other dominions, and link their destinies. 
as far as that is possible, with the United 
States rather than with Japan.
